A friend of ours recently'lent us a copv 


of Chase's "History of Haverhill.Mass., 
a town in Essex County, settled about 
1640. 
The work ia a portly volume, 


opening with an account of early voya- 
gers, but, unlike Diedrich Knickerbock- 
er's " History of New York," making no 
mention of that ancient voyager, Noah. 
The most interesting part of the book is 
that which treats of the manners and 
customs of the New Englanders 200 years 
ago. In those days the whipping post 
was as common as the town-pump :s to- 
day; and one culprit in Haverhill, it 
seems, took the punishment very mildly 
as some people now have kine-pox. After 
the Sheriff hod finished the job with a 
" cat" made of stout leather thongs, the 
courageous offender coolly offered to 
" take as many more for a half pint ol 


r\he records of the court show that the 
early settlers were not all perfect. One 
man was fined twenty shillings for being 
drunk and cursing, and another was 
" admonished by the court for being in 
company with Peter Cross and others at 
Jonas Gregory's and drinking of stolen 
wine." Sill another, Hannali Button, 
was sentenced to be whipped " or pay a 
fine of forty shillings for misdemeanors. 
Strangest of all, two daughters of one 
Bosworth were fined ten (.hillings for 
wearing silk—their station in lac not 
ustirVing such extravagance.

England; and for Heveial yonis the peo- 
ple of Haverhill employed llichard Lil- 
llehale to beat his drum to call the woi- 
bbipcrs together ; and the herdsman, a. 
town officer, was not allowed to drive 
cattle to pasture on Sunday morning nil 
the second beating of the drum. People, 
however, met for worship in those days 
earlier than most Protestants do now. 
Their annual town meetings bogan early, 
usually about 7 o'cloek, and sometimes 
lasted thiee days 
In them, no doubt 


originated the practice of making long 
bp«eehes;aiid oue thing is ceitam, the 
sons of those Puritans keep up the priu- 
tice, though they think it wicked to be- 
gin early in the day 
. , 
After a while the Sunday drum healing 


seems to have become unpopular in Hav 
erhill, and Abraham Tyler was appointed 
to blow his horn in the mobt convenient 
place half an hour before church time, 
for which service he i ceeived 
one peck 


of corn from every family fov the yuar 
ensuing." 
Times have changed, and 


nowadays more than oue man m cvciy 
community, large or small, Enblorn or 
Western, blows his own horn. 
As intimated, corn washomrtimis used 


for currency. 
On one occasion the se- 


lectmen of Haverhill conli acted vyth 
James Ohadwick to teach school, and to 
receive ab compensation, in puit, three 
pounds in corn from the town, at the 
same time he was to leceivc fioin the 
parents Of each scholar a pittance—the 
amount per week not to exceed 
for a 


leader, 00:04, and for a writer, 00-00. 


It took a long time for potatoes to get 


into Haverhill-very near 100 years alter 
John Ward, Robert Clement and halt a 
dozen others settled there. As late as 
1850 five bushels was an enormous stock. 
At first, in one of the adjoining towns 
families, by mistake, supposed the balls 
were the part to he eaten I It was by 
accident that the potato proper was 
ploughed up; and on being cooked as an 
experiment, it was found to be eatable. 


Shad in the early days of Haverhijl 


were so plenty as to be used for enrich- 
ing the soil, and the writer of this article 
can remember when alewivcs were used 
for the same purpose in Dracut, a town 
further up the Merrimac. 
The early 


settlers in the valley of that Hvcr learned 
from the Indians the habit of using fish 
for manure.' As late as 1882—the year 
Lowell was started—it was no uncom- 
mon thing for a cart load of alewives 
to be taken at one haul of a seine. Fifty, 
and perhaps 100 years ago there were 
lawful and unlawful days for fishing, 
and wards were -chosen to enforce the 
laws. The writer well remembers a story 
which is not found in this hook. At the 
foot of Pawtucket Falls, betwaen Lowell 
and Dracut, was Bass Rock, a famous 
fishing place. One day Moses Clement, 
a fish ward, saw a man out in the middle 
of the stream on that rock, angling on an 
unlawful day. 
He had been taken 


out therein in a boat, and the rower had 
left him there, proposing to return and 
take him off ]ate in the afternoon 
The 


officer, in honorable dibcharge of his 
duty, took his own boat to arrest the 
fisherman. Reaching the rock, he drew 
one end of the boat a little way up the 
rock, so that it would not float away, and 
proceeded to make the arrest. 
As he was 


about to lay his hand on the shoulder tff 
the offender, the culprit darted past him, 
leaped violently into the middle of the 
boat, and as he did so, it slipped off Hie 
rock, and Moses Clement, of Dracut, 
slept that night without a "downy pil- 
low," in Hie middle of the Menimac 
River. 
A hundred and fifty years ago salmon 


were so plenty in Haverhill as to be a 
drug in the market, and we arc told that 
it was not uncommon to stipulate in |he 
indentures of apprentices that " they 
should not be obliged to eat salmon 
oftencr than once a week." A hundred 
years later the first salmon taken in the 
spring in the Merrimac, brought $1 a 
pound In Boston—though this statement 
is not recorded in tho history of Haver- 
hill.Well, with the old time vanished t,omo 
manners, customs, etc., which now seem' 
odd enough. The whipping-post rotted 
long ago. Anybody who chooses to wear 
silk does so. Salmon are joyfully eaten 
twice a week—when they can bo had. 
Lowell and Pall River, and Lawrence 
drove out the hand spinning-wheel! and 
cotton factories, railways, steamboats, 
and patent shoe-poggers, have upheaved

From the Bloomlniton Pantograph. 
Mr. W. E. Barm, son of Rev. R. M. 


Barns of this city, has recently returned 
here from New Orleans. He went 
there in February lost, and took a 
position on tho editorial staff of the 
Svnthweitcrn Chrittiam Advocate, the 
local organ of the Methodist Episcopal 
church North. He also corresponded 
with the Chicago Liter* Ocean and 
some other northern pipers, and, aa 
our readers already knew, became de- 
cidedly unpopular with the White 
Leaguers in consequence of his reports 
of matters In New Orleans about the 
time of the Penn uprising. 
He was 


staying at the house of the Rev. Mr. 
Hartzcll, chief editor of the Advocate 
(who, with his family, was absent at 
the time); and, being denounced by 
name in one or more of the city papers, 
ho found it necessary to leave bis resi- 
dence, change hia boarding placo there- 
after frequently, and keep rather quiet 
generally. 
He was advised by many, 


out of personal friendship, to leaf e the 
city; but, his duties net admitting ol 
that, and his personal appearance not 
being well known in the city, he sue 
ceoded in remaining, by adopting care 
f'ul precautions. 


His account of tho situation in New 


Orleans nnd tho State correspond well 
with reports already published. 
He 


says a northern man can live there 
without difficulty, if ho will avow 
southern 
sentiments and co-operate 


with the measures of those who enter* 
tuin them, but if he declares himself 
a Republican and votes the Republican 
ticket, ho is ostracised socially and in a 
business way, and everything possible 
is done to make bis stay unprofitable 
and 
undesirable.

northern men have left the State in 
consequence, and many more desire to 
go as soon as they can close out their 
affairs

leans after the war, he knows of but 
two remaining.

ARTICLE I. 


SRC. 1st. The name of this society 
shall be "The Decatur Public Reading 
Room Society." 


SEC. 2d. The object of this society 


shall be tlte establishment of a Public 
Reading Room in the city of Decatur, 
Illinois. 


SEC. Brd. Any person may become a 


member of this society by the payment 
of $3.00 a year. 


Tho payment of $3.00 a year shall con- 
stitute a family membership. Each mem- 
ber shall be entitled to all the privileges 
of the society. Tho family membership 
shall bo entitled to 2i votes; ProvMed 
that any person or persons paying shall 
bo entitled to vote or hold office. 


ARTICLE H. 


SEC. 1st. The- officers of this society 


shall consist of a President, Vice Presi- 
dent, Secretary, Treasurer aud six Direc- 
tors. 


SEC. 3d. The President, Vice Presi- 
dent, Secretary and six Directors shall 
constitute the Board of Directors. 


• Sue;. Brd. The President, or, incase of 
lilt absence, the Vice President shall pre- 
side at all meetings and perform such 
other duties as naturally belongs to this 
tifllcc nud us the Board shall dirccl.
